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BISMARCK’S SPEECH. 

Prince Bismarck delivered in the Berlin Reichs- 
tag last Monday his eagerly-awaited speech on 
Germany’s relations to Russiaand Austria, in con- 
nection with the two military Bills now before 
Parliament—one for adding about 700,000 men to 
the fighting force of the empire in time of war, 
the other for raising a loan of nearly fourteen 
millions sterling to arm and equip this colossal 
addition to the Imperial army. The sitting, 
which lasted two hours, mainly took the form of 
a speech from the Chancellor of an hour and 
three-quarters, the other quarter of an hour 
being occupied by the leaders of various parties, 
who, in studiedly brief and pregnant terms 
expressed their unqualified approval of both 
measures before the House. 

HIS FAVOURITE BEVERAGE—RIGHTEEN TIMES. 

Prince Bismarck, says the correspondent of the 
Times, took his seat at a quarter past one o'clock, 
looking erect and elastic for a man of his age— 
he will soon be seventy-three—but a trifle pale 
and worn. The Money Bill having been read, 
the Chancellor аб once rose and launched out 
into subjects cognate to it — speaking in a 
slow, measured, and unimpassioned tone. His 
voice seemed to suffer considerably from the 
strain upon it, for the tumbler at his 
side, which contained the Prince’s favourite 
beverage when speaking, had to be replenished 
well on to eighteen times—incredibile dictu !—by 
his son and his secretaries, who, standing imme- 
diately behind him, were kept hard at work 
deftly manipulating seltzer water bottles and 
other less innocent refreshment bottles that 
encumbered the bench of the Federal Council. 
Once the Chancellor grew tired—probably his 
varicose veins were troubling him—and down he 
sat, with an apology to the House for this pro- 
fessorial manner of addressing it. But he was 
soon on his legs again, and at it as hard as ever, 
his utterances eliciting loud shouts of ** Bravo! ” 
as he pointed out that the way to preserve peace 
was for Germany to be prepared for war. No 
sooner had the Chancellor resumed his seat than 
Count Moltke—who had sat immediately below, 
listening to the oration of his great fellow- 
paladin with folded arms and pensive head— 
started up and climbed the few steps leading 
to the Federal bench to shake the Prince cordially 
by the hand and congratulate him on his brilliant 
triumph. 


ATTACK ON 
PARTY. 

A sMALL surveying party in the Chittagong Hills, 
under the command of Lieutenant Stewart, 
of the 156 Battalion Leinster Regiment, was 
attacked by а band of Kuki raiders, at dawn on 
the 3rd inst., while working within the British 
Indian border.

Ture Marquis of Salisbury—for the second time 
her Majesty’s Prime Minister and Foreign 
Secretary—is in stature and in talents one of the 
most commanding statesmen of this century. 
The noble Marquis is happily hit off in his habit 
as he lives and speaks in the above sketch by 
that supremely clever Punch artist, Mr. Harry 
Furniss, who is about to favour the public, by- 
the-way, with a series of panoramic lectures, in 
which he will act both as bright and genial 
speaker and humorous delineator. 

“То return to our muttons." Centre of 
interest at the opening of Parliament, the 
Premier should ever have the right of sitting 
on the.

THE STORNOWAY CROFTERS. 


The trials of the courageous crofters from 
Aignish, Lewis, and Clashmore, Sutherland, 
having been completed, the sixteen convicted men 
and women were on Feb. 3 brought up at the 
High Court of Justiciary, Edinburgh, for sentence. 
Of the twelve Aignish crofters convicted of riot- 
ing (portrayed in last week's Number of The 
Penny Illustrated Paper), Lord Craighill sentenced 
Alexander Macleod and Donald Mackenzie to 
fifteen months’ imprisonment; John M‘Kay, 
William Macleod, jun., Colin Nicholson, Donald 
Macleod, William Macleod, sen., Murdo Mac- 
donald, and Allen Macdonald to twelve months’ ; 
and Jno. Macleod, of Aird, Jno. Malcolm, of 
Broker, and Malcolm Mackenzie to nine months’. 
For breaking down fences at Aignish, Murdo 
Macdonald received sentence of six months’ im- 
prisonment; and for participating in the Clash- 
more disturbances Hugh Matheson was sentenced 
to twelve months’ imprisonment, and the two 
women, Mary Ker and Johan Macleod, to nine 
months. The persons crowding the court audibly 
expressed their disapprobation at the severity of 
the sentences. Hear! hear!

A LIVERPOOL ARREST. 

On Saturday last, the White Star liner Celtic 
arrived in the Mersey, having on board Harry W. 
Perkins, a young gentleman who, it is alleged, 
absconded from Boston, United States, after 
having stolen a large quantity of jewellery, con- 
sisting of fifty-two gold watches, 1815 gold 
chains, and 650 gold rings. The prisoner is also 
under a charge, of forgery, preferred by Mr. 
Frederick R. Cutter, of Boston, who is also the 
owner of the stolen property. The crime of 
forgery is becoming so sadly common in the City 
of London that Judges should pass the severest 
sentences. 

LORD CLANRICARDE LECTURED. 

At an adjourned Quarter Sessions for Loughrea 
held last Saturday, before Judge Henn, there 
were nearly 200 ejectment processes applied for 
on Lord Clanricarde’s estates. Decrees were 
given in many cases, but a large number were 
dismissed with costs. There were a considerable 
number not disposed of, as they were defended 
cases. The Judge commented on the manner in 
which the books of the estate were kept. Several 
tenants had been sued for rents for which they
